Wanmkl research about the
Broadkill river walk and reality of it happenindlso to discuss flooding issues
with DNREC.

Councilman Patterson: want to thank the Economield@ment Committee and
know how long and difficult it was to get signage the town and it looks great.

Kristy’s report: Smart911 incentive website to logind create a personal profile
with information to facilitate faster emergency nuoadi services, there is a link on
the Milton website.

Mayor Jones: asks if any questions on the reports?

Councilman Garde asks Greg Wingo to discuss thetesrthat are attached in the
council packet about the missing water and hovast llreen since down through the
Public Works Department.

Greg Wingo: spent a lot of time on this projeaaks found, changed meters and
created new and better accountability. For theltuarter of 2014, 36 million
gallons of water were pumped and 34 million gallohe/ater was billed. There
were a few adjustments due to leaks and flushingutds from the water
committee are on file in town hall. Total loss adter is about 382,000 gallons out
of 2 million. Still finding small issues here aritete.

Issue on chlorine smell. About 1 or 2 months thelsmaybe a bit stronger as the
pumps are flushed. The water smells but won'tyautand has been tested. Water
Department has to keep the chlorine in the systepndtect our supply especially
because three dead end areas need to be flushed.



From 11 million gallons of missing water down t®2380 gallons of missing
water is a substantial and significantly reflectseacellent change work at finding
the leaks in town.

Councilman Garde: question - water committee magerécommendations not on
tonight's agenda. Question asked how can | maketkase are on the agenda?
Should I call Kristy?

Kristy Rogers: sure please call me. She spoke @dg and next month they will
be on agenda.

Mayor Jones: information is in package.

Councilwoman Selby, Captain Cornwell - questiorreport about number of
Arrests — Report says 4. Arrests were made fromd3aahd states that the arrested
were wearing bandanas in a felony. Was it 4 peoptme person three times?
Captain Cornwell: arrests were for one person @wfjtimes and 1 person
charged once.

Councilman Selby: Also regarding public assiseaswt 22 assists? What were the
reasons?

Captain Cornwell: one was a help for a flat tirel atso for Casa San Francisco for
background check before they move into the facility

Financial report.

Councilman Cote: as of November 2014 still in ditrmawhere town borrows from
savings until all tax bills for 2015 start beindleoted. This number will change
by January. Extra payroll expenses in Decembetale&tra week of pay.

Councilman Garde: draft of the ordinance prepasestéte for municipalities such
as Milton. Only needed a few changes to make it the Charter and we filled
in Milton information and made small changes tofoam the language.



Kristy Rogers: additional background, importantdar comprehensive plans
because town has now more than 2500 people. Wetbdnaxe an ordinance like
this for our town. Also, in order to get grants dotlie road, we must update this
information.

Councilman Cote: question on color map - excelteoharge area overlays most
of Cannery Village and Dogfish Head parking loaarkng lot is this large because
it is supposedly covering up a brownfield. Alsceriaunderground tanks near the
excellent recharge area at Dogfish Head. We sHoaldinto this.

Councilman Garde: no one in town prepared thisy@dd that this grandfathered
clause that if anything is already built on an éece recharge area the town does
not have to dismantle anything.

Councilman Cote: question- because it may be aardaoming brownfield and
what about the underground storage tanks? See/paighe ordinance. Tanks are
larger than the 1100 gallon tanks. They were nased but they are there.

Mayor Jones: do we need a second reading?

Councilman Cote: another question - the sewagénesd plant is very close to
well number 5. If we adopt this does it precluddelvaters new growth?

Seth Thompson: no not automatically precludes Tatenexisting but new
growth? Will need to double check with regard tpansion.

Councilman Garde: if we adopted this then Tidewasemot build in a wellhead
protected area and Tidewater would have to beiedtif

Seth Thompson: that is the general idea allowekigt as is but if expanded its
must use the correct code so Councilman Gardetisato

Councilman Garde: have to see if a direct threatater supply as of right now
Tidewater is in line with all of its guidelines.

South Thompson: yes.

Seth Thompson: 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. is current timerual on the signs. The intention
Is to make it 24 hours a day?

Councilman Parker Selby: Where will apartment ténaark?

Greg Wingo: they have their own parking spots oddfal Street extended.
Councilwoman Parker Selby: so residents do havianuz?

Greg Wingo: yes

Mayor Jones: problems downtown with extended pagrikirshort-term spaces and
side streets. We need to look into this problemtaedenforcement. How did the
15 minutes signs get there? Or 30 minutes sigroimt ©f the coffee shop that
closes at 5? That space is valuable.

Seth Thompson: for example signs in Philadelphiselmore words with different
intervals. You could add another sign that enfofom® say 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. Also
factor in specifics and if business changes, dffehours may be needed. You
want uniformity or ability to make adjustments.

Councilman Cote: What about enforcement? Whoemfbrce this? Police
department?

Councilman Kost: our ordinance only has two houxaad a 9 to 5 sign.
Captain Cornwell: Police Department cannot enféineel5 minute sign.
Councilman Cote: does this fix that or do we needd something else?

Seth Thompson: You need to take what is on theamngihcodify it. Town goes by
what is on the sign and then adopting it and wihsdys.

Councilman Garde: Where did the signs come froyavay?



Captain Cornwell: Over the years the signs canm Streets and sidewalks
committee and have been approved by past Town @sunc

Mayor Jones: If council approves this and putssigio alignment and allows the
Police Department to address violations, we shoedgh out to the business
community that enforcement will begin so they ckamtaheir customers.
Councilman Kost: Is there a fee schedule assocwiticthis?

Captain Cornwell: no idea but not towable and pbbpahould use a state code.
Seth Thompson: Code states that no less than $600re that $100 could be
charged.

Councilwoman Parker Selby: | make a motion to talie to a future meeting.
Councilwoman Patterson: Second

House Located at 307 Atlantic.

Collier: Two demolition permits have been issuedtifitcs house and nothing has
been done. Pre-inspections for asbestos has entdmne and pictures show
asbestos siding. Owners have been notified tlegthlve a nuisance ordinance
and the time has passed for them to correct. Kespath son of the property
owner who did clean up some, but the nuisancerstitains. Council needs to
authorize the coding enforcer to resolve and gemnpssion to have property
taken care of. Owners not financially able to disho

If the owners are able to get another demolitioarise, it could be up to another
year for them to resolve this matter. Also it @ within our code to check for
asbestos. Itis in the state code as of 2005.n&¢d to adjust the code
accordingly. We allowed a permit in error.

Mayor Jones: It is outrageous to have a demo péomip to a full year. In the
Historic district, it is 45 days with a 45 day exteon.

Collier: This is on the radar to correct for coteny.

Mayor Jones: can we cease demolition permit taeptdhe town’s interest
because of a violation of state law?

Seth: It is legally defensible because the perras y8sued in error,

Collier: Under nuisance ordinance, we can ordeoaqrty cleaned up to abate the
nuisance.

Councilman Cote: | make a motion to rescind the @gion permit.
Councilwoman Patterson: | second

Motion carried unanimously.

Rental License
Collier: To eliminate duplication of terms and giréhe town ability to inspect
property with in the housing authority. Also tgisate and enforce the housing
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standards within the town. Well-kept propertiepusrly kept properties. There
are some complaints about poorly kept rental ptggard there is not much the
town can do to enforce and/or inspect the propertyis is not structural but an
overview to keep living conditions up and not haubstandard conditions.

The intention is to have rental standards, safetiyeealth etc. in town kept up. |
eliminated redundant words and cleaned up to nfakedde more organized. See
the redlined copy for more details. This is a dlefimany other municipalities in
our area.

Councilman Kost: Who determines what to inspect?

Collier: With renewal of the 2016 year rental lises, that is when the town can
schedule an inspection and then the license widiraated.

Councilman Garde: Annual Inspections? This is agbfable to renters who are
happy in the dwelling. Maybe we just do this whiea tenant is being changed.
And would the inspection cost money? Is this agham our fee schedule?

Ted Kanakos: Would there be a checklist that statzss this? How will you
handle overcrowding?

Collier: Housing standards identify this also amgdto be careful with the
Federal Standards. If it finds 15 people in a@bem house, have to be...
Kanakos: | see a lot of garbage, hot bedding? Hogdetermine if it is
overcrowding? Very complicated.

Collier: Fed guidelines

Mayor Jones: May | make suggestions for tonights Thll have to come back
before Council. And because it affects so many |geiopour town — we don’t have
to have a public hearing but we should. | thinkebruary, have a public hearing
here because it affects about 100-200 renters.

Decision to have a public hearing for public inpuats made.

DNREC Coastal Management Program
Collier: Grant — this is a 1 for 1 grant issue ttegjuires the town to make a match
and needs Council to consider matching funds. d@higt$515-20,000 match
amount. We are allowed to recoup 15-20% of mateh services in-kind, but will
need to match 80% of % of the grant.
Councilman Garde: Planning grant? What is the pEno®ion control?
Collier: Both. Some background research. Benefauft29.2 sq. miles is the
runoff to Milton from up-town areas and the tidé affthe Broadkill. How does
this affect the town and how can we mitigate.

1. Flood in town parking lot and Front Street and ltam we control this

2. Long term- how to mitigate flooding in the futunedastabilize the

riverbank.



Mayor Jones: U OF Del comp plan has large pictaraaw to stabilize

Collier: With Council approval of matching funds520,000 will be our match
and ID long term flooding issues. So much of Sx€3sunty drains through
Milton. We are very far inland to have this flongiissue.

Councilman West: large area of water from Sussexirgetown, off Rt. 30 etc. —
large area drains this way

Mayor Jones: This is an opportunity in form of argrto gain this vital
information for us and our infrastructure that retmlbe managed. Where can we
get the funds?

Councilman Cote: this is not related to the watedf

Collier: Money can come from the General Fund.

Councilman West: | make a motion to proceed fas yl@ar's DNREC Grant, or
even long term not to exceed $20,000 so that tiaé goant would be $40,000 with
the matching funds.
